GREETING: 


In the name of the State of Maine ‘you are hereby re- 
quired to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town 
of Willimantic, qualified by law to vote in Town affairs, 
to meet at Town Hall in said Tiown on the 15th day of! 
March, 1937, at ten o’clock in the forenoon to act on the 
following articles, ito wit: 


Art. 1. To choose a moderator to preside at said 
meeting.

To choose a collector of taxes for the en- 
suing year ,fix his compensation and raise a sum of 
money therefor. 

Art. 11. To see if the town will elect one member 


of the municipal board of mothers’ aid for a term of 
three years. 
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Art. 12. 'To choose all other town officers for the 
ensuing year. 

Art. 13. To see if the town will grant and raise 
such sums of money as may be necessary: for the main- 
tenance and support of schools, and the poor, repairs 
of roads and bridges, and to defray all other town: 
charges for the ensuing’ year. 

Art. 14. To see how much money the town will 
raise for the support of the poor. 

Art. 15. To see how much money the town will 
raise for summer roads and bridges. 

Art. 16. To see what action the town will take in 
regards to plowing the snow roads, season 1937 and 
19388. . 

Art. 17. To see how much money the town will 
raise for winter roads and snow fences. 

Art. 18. To see how much money the town will 
raise for town charges. 

Art. 19. 'To see how many weeks of school the town 
will vote to have for the ensuing’ year. 

Art. 20. To see how much money the town will 
raise for the support of schools.

To'see if the town will vote “‘yes” or “no” 
on the question of appropriating and raising money’ 
necessary to entitle the town to State Aid as provided 
in section 20 of Chapter 28 of the Revised Statutes of 
1930. 

Art. 30. To see what sum the town, will raise and 
appropriate for State Aid road construction (in addi- 
‘tion to the amounts regularly raised for the care of 
ways, highways and bridges) under the provisions of 
Section 19, Chapter 28, Revised Statutes of 1930, or 
under the provisions of Section 3, Chapter 173, Public 
Laws of 1935.

Art. 48. To see what action the town will vote to 
take towards authorizing the treasurer and tax collec- 
tor to refuse payment part or whole, on orders present- 
ed by persons indebted to the town. 

Art. 44. To see if the town will vote to authorize 
the selectmen to execute and deliver release deeds, or 
other, and transact all other business for, and pertain- 
ing to the town’s interest: in lands, buildings and other 
estate personal and real, taken in by the town for un- 
paid taxes. 

Art. 45. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise for the services of a county nurse. 

Art. 46. To see what action the town will take 
in regards to the 1,000 dollar note due at Guilford 
Trust Co., April 23rd, 1937.

Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Willimantic: 


Iam submitting herewith my annual report as super- 
intendent of your schools. This report contains the 
usual data and material relating to the educational 
activities in the town. In addition there is the usual 
information about tax rates and a brief discussion of 
the new ‘school finance bill being considered at this 
session of the legislature. 

This year the averagie of the school rates for all the 
state is .01214 while the average of the municipal rates 
is .05626. The school rate for the town of Willimantic 
is .01485 while the municipal rate is .069. These 
figures will determine 'the right of the towns to parti- 
cipate in the Equalization Fund. The purpose of this 
fund is to assist towns where the school maintenance 
and municipal rates equal or exceed the average of 
rates for the state. 

The new school finance bill which is being considered 
ait this session of the Legislature is an act to guarantee 
a minimum educational program and to provide for 
the equalization of educational opportunity for the 
youth of the State of Maine. In dicllars this program 
would cost $783 per elementary school unit and $1,305 
per high school unit, one-half of which would be paid 
by the state and one-half by the community. This bill 
further provides that the state would share on the 
same basis in the est for transportation and board 
of pupils. 


dl 


The cost per elementary school unit is considered as 
including the cost for maintaining a sdnool except the 
cost of conveyance, equipment and repairs on school 
buildings. For the present year the cost per element- 
ary schicol unit for the town has been about $710. 
This sum is $73 below what would be required under 
the new plan. The proposed bill would make it possible 
for every community to improve its educational pro- 
gram without increasing local appropriations for school 
purposes. Just how this will be done is stated in the 
following! paragraph. 

For the town of Willimantic to maintain the mini- 
mum standard of $783 per elementary ‘school unit and 
raise the necessary amount for high school tuition an 
appropriation of $1,510 would be necessary. The 
proceeds of a tax of .011 is only $1,375. Therefore, an 
appropriation from the Equalization Fund of $135 
would be necessary, making a total state fund under 
the new plan of $1,645, an increase of $760 over present 
state funds. Under the prcposed plan the annual ap- 
propriation for school purposes for Willimantic would 
be the proceeds from a tax of eleven mills. 


SCHOOL PROGRESS 

The school procedure during the year has been large- 
ly one of carrying on with the program already estab- 
lished. We consider this pclicy of following a very 
definite program makes for better progress on the part 
of the pupils. Even though no important changes has 
been planned in school procedure more stress has been 
given to certain phases of school work. At the begin- 
ning of the schicol year the Commissioner of Educa- 
tion called to the aittention of school officials certain 
matters which should be especially emphasized in the 
school program this year. Because of the emphasis 
these matters are to receive in the schools I think it 
advisable to make some mention icf them. 

A special effort is being made to stress the import- 
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ance of safety as it relates itself to the use of automo- 
biles on our highways. The waste of property and 
loss of life in ithis country because of the misuse of 
motor-driven vehicles is ever increasing. In an en- 
deavor to bring about improved conditions the public 
school has an important part, and the Commissioner of 
Education has called attenction to this important 
phase of school work. He emphasizes the fact that in 
every school a suitable type of program for safety edu- 
cation should become effective. It is only through the 
education of our youth in the public schvols along all 
lines of safety that we may expect to improve condi- 
tions in the future. 

Because of the widespread demand on the part of 
teachers, superintendent, parents and citizens in gen- 
eral for an outline study in temperance to be used in 
the public schools of the state, a comprehensive course 
of study in temperance has been issued by the State 
Department of Education and copies have been fur- 
nished to schools. This course is entitled, 'The Science 
of Living, which implies good citizenship and the ne- 
cessity of practicing total abstinence from all things 
harmful and moderation in all phases of human activ- 
ity. The main objective of the program is to develop 
orrect habits, right atitudes and clear thinking on 
the part of our school pupils which will lead them to 
become masters of themselves. For only through such 
mastery can real happiness and contentment in life be 
attained. We will have in this curriculum material 
which will be cf help in developing’ a real science of 
living. Through the right type of instruction much 
may be expected in the way of improvement for the 
vouthful citizens of our state. 


SCHOOL FUNDS NEEDED 


In the January issue of the Maine State School Bulle- 
tin ‘the Commissioner of Education states that accord:

ing to reliable statistics Maine has recovered in pros- 
perity appreciably from the low point of 1933. He 
calls to the attention of school officials the necessity of 
providing at the coming March meetings for increased 
appropriations for the support of public schools. He 
observes that costs are increasing along all lines and 
that the school dollar will not anywhere near begin to 
purchase as much as a school dollar in 1933 when costs 
were at a low point. He thinks all school budgets 
should be planned in such a way as to provide for these 
increased costs, otherwise educational facilities in our 
schools will be diminished and a corresponding loss of 
educational services result for our pupils. 

The school budget which has been planned this year 
for your consideration is based on expenditures con- 
tinuing about the same as they have been for the past 
year. A small increase in wages is possible without 
making any increase in appropriations. There are 
now nine pupils from the town attending some high or 
secondary school and it seems there would be as large 
a number to attend this coming school year. It would 
seem that a larger appropriation for high school tui- 
tion might be necessary, 

An appropriation for insurance is necessary as poli- 
cies on two buildings must be renewed this coming 
summer. Some money should be raised for general re- 
pairs about school buildings. Some new curtains will 
be needed for the Nic. 2 School building. Any special 
repairs you think necessary should receive a special or 
an additional appropriation.
